WASHINGTON, Dec, 18 (AP) — 
Truman reaffirmed 
United States recognition of the 
National Government of China to- 
day and said this nation will 
persevere in its policy of assisting 
the Chinese people to “peace and 
economic recovery.” 

In a statement on United States 
policy towards China, the Presi- 
dent said Amerf®an forces there 
have been reduced Sich 113,000 to 
fewer than 12,000 in a year and 
will be further reduced. 

“It is a matter of deep regret 
that: China has not yet been able 
to achieve unity by peaceful meth- 
ods,” the President said in his 
lengthy document. 

Because of the seriousness of 
the problem and the importance 
of a solution, the President said, 
Gen, George C. Marshall “has re- 
mained at his post even though 
active negotiations had been 
broken off by the Communist 
party.” The President said the 
United States stands “ready to 
help China as she moves toward 


peace and genuine democratic 
government.” 

The President said the Amer- 
lean Government believes now 
as it did a year ago when he 
made a previous statement that 

“a united and democratic China 
is of the utmost importance to 
world peace.” 


A broadening of the base of 
the National Government to 
make it representative of the 
Chinese people “will further 
China’s progress toward this 
goal,” he said, 

China, he added, 
responsibilit to the other

Truman added that this is the 
view of Great Britain and Rus- 
sian as well as the United States, 
as was made clear in a state- 
ment at Moscow last year.

NEW YORK, Dec. 
The American Economic ounda- 
tion estimated in a report today 
that American workers lost $998,- 
640,000 through strikes from Sep- 
tember 1945 to September 1946. 

The foundation reached the fig- 
ure on the basis of an eight-hour 
day at $1 an hour, It said 124,- 
830,000 man-daysa were lost by 
5,292,000 strikers. The cost of lost 
production, it added, was incalcw 
lable. 

The foundation estimated that 
the AFL United Mine Workers 
last apri lost $145,000,000 In 
wages, at lost production cost 
$2,000,000,000, 

The report also said the CIO 
United Auto Workérs strike, Nov, 
21, 1945 to March 14, 1946, cost 
$262,070,470 in wages and 109,810,- 
314 man-hours; the CIO United 
Electrical, Radio and Machine 
Workers strike, Jan. 15 to May 9, 
cost Westinghouse alone $133,000,- 
000 in sales and General Electric 
and General Motors lost $87,200,- 
000, The CIO United = Steel 
Workers strike, Jan. 21 to Feb. 
15, cost. $155,250,000 in wages 
and 12,000,000 tons of finished 
steel, and the CIO United Farm 
Equipment and Metal Workers 
strike, Jan. 21 to April 15. cost 
$14,760,000 in wages and 14,270,000 
man-hours. 

These five major postwar walk- 
out accounted for only one third 
of the man days lost. ®Numerous 
other tie-ups were included in the 
total wage-loss estimate. 

The foundation, organized eight 
years ago, is said to be financed 
by several individuals and corpo- 
rations. The foundation director 
said the figures were compiled 
from information obtained by sev- 
eral research organizations.

PRICE OF CHOCOLATE BARS 
LIKELY TO SOAR BY SPRINC 


Cost of Cocoa Beans Nearly 
Trebled Since Government 
Controls Were Lifted, 

NEW YORK, Dec. 18 (AP) — 
Chocolate bars have already gone 
up in price, but they may go much 
higher in the next few months, be- 
cause the price of cocoa beans has 
jumped approximately 180 per cent 
in the last two months, trade 
sources said today. 

Under Government wa. .ime reg- 
ulations the price was held at 8.99 
cents a pound. This jumped to 
14.54 cents a pound Oct. 2, to 17 
cents a pound Oct. 30, and today 
dealers and manufacturers are 
paying 25% cents a pound. 

By sp ing manufacturers will be 
shipping cocoa and chocolate prod- 
ucts made from these high-priced 
beans, and retail prices then may 
put them in the luxury class.

The argument over the meaning 
of statistics, most of which were 
obtained by both sides from the 
Government is a prelude to th 
CIO wage drive for 1947. The CI 
United Auto Workers already have 
asked for a 23.5 cents an hour in- 
crease. Somewhat similar asking 
figures are expected from the big 
CIO steel and electrical worker 
unions, as well as other CIO af- 
filiates, 

Both sides warned of a depres- 
sion ahead, but for different 
reasons. 

In a statement over the week 
end CIO President Philip Murray 
spoke of a depression with more 
than 19,000,000 unemployed. He 
said it would come unless wages 
are raised to maintain purchasing 
power for industry’s products. 

Documents made public by

By selection of high wage 
and low profits periods an al- 
together false picture is presented. 

“4. Because the current drive 
for higher wages is led in a few 
industries by powerful labor mo- 
nopolies, the disparity between 
wage rates of different workers 
will be inereased, 

“5. The CIO ignores the fact that 
the dividend dollar has lost pur- 
chasing power just as truly as the 
wage dollar. 

“6. Contrary! to CIO forecasts, 
the first round of wage increases 
after VJ-day raised prices. What 
assurance is there in the renewed 
statement that the second round 
won't do the same? 

“7, By predicting that 1946 
profits will be 50 per cent above 
previous peaks, the Nathan report, 
prepared for the CIO, ignores the 
fact that the investment base has 
grown, that the dividend dollar has 
shrunk in value, and that profits 
as a whole are a small proportion 
of the national income, with divi- 
dends only about half that figure.

New Levels of Prosperity. 


The country, it said, should not 
be satisfied with a level of pro- 
duction and consumption that fail 
to produce favorable results for 
all sections of the nation and all 
segments of the population. The 
national prosperity can be raised 
to new high levels and maintained 
there with a degree of stability 
unprecedented in past “speculative 
decades of our industrial life” if 
wise policy and action are under- 
taken now by management, labor, 
agriculture and finance, with a 
carefully considered complemen- 
tary role by government. 


The impediments to prosperity 
in the near future are of the kind 
that must be worked out, not 
through the benefit of direct gov- 
ernment intervention, but through 
the “practical wisdom” of man- 
agement and labor and other 
units of our economy, it was said. 
The council made clear that it 
does not believe that 1947 pre- 
sents a situation in which gov- 
ernment should undertake heroic 
measures of public works, con- 
sumer or producer subsidies, to 
quicken employment or stimulate 
production. 

Function of Government. 
The whole tenor of the report 
underscored that /undamental 
prosperity depends on adequate 
co-operation and planning among 
business, agriculture and: labor 
rather than on government inter- 


day .of large corporations, 


its own expenditures in relation 
to those of private business and 
state and local governments; 

7. It must decide upon an 
equitable taxation program. 

While sound and efficient man- 
agement of private farming, 
manufacturing, transportation, 
distribution and banking is called 
for in the years ahead, this alone 
will not lead to a balanced econ- 
omy, the report said. There is, 
in addition, an important area of 
government action—to stimulate, 
facilitate and complement the en- 
terprise of private business. 

“This functional differentiation 
and co-operation between private

have now resorted. 

“Nor does it involve that regu- 
lation of actual business operation 
which would constitute ‘‘bureau- 
cratic regimentation.’” 

The report spoke only in gen- 
eral and rather vague terms about 
the methods by which competitive 
private enterprise in consultation 
with the Government agencies 
must systematically perfect a 
peacetime program of “maximum 
production, employment. and pur- 
chasing power.” 

Warning to Management, 


“The process itself,” it said, 
“must stretch over the future 
years and draw upon the best 
thinking of many devoted citizens. 
It is clear, however, that in this 
large 
labor unions, and comprehensive 
agricultural organizations, co-op- 
eratives and trade associations, 
private business management can- 
not safely accept a cynical philos- 
ophy of ‘riding the cycle,’ or of 
such .isolationist company man- 
agement and accounting = as 
merely assumes that the strong 
shall be in a position to survive 
even the deepest depression.” 

Such rugged “isolationists,” in 
both capital and labor, must real- 
ize that they can achieve lasting

Z his initial report is being made, 
it was said, at a time that is high- 
ly ambiguous in the economic af- 
fairs of. the nation. A _ situation 
of misunderstanding and tension 
exists among the “indispensable 
parties” to a stable economic life, 
but with foresight and intelligence 
prosperity can be “approximately 
stabilized” and broadly “dissemi- 
nated” as long as world peace can 
be preserved. 


Recuperative Power. 

Barring international ‘tensions 
verging on war or a persistent 
round of strikes, basic economic 
conditions are such that the coun- 
try would recuperate swiftly from 
any 1947 recession, it said. 

The Nourse report was drafted 
after members of the council had 
conferred at length with repre- 
sentatives of business and labor, 
as well as with other governmental 
agencies.

concerning the transfer, if Don- 
nelly made a showing of the law 
on which Missouri has based its 
position. 

The Governor has contended, fn 
the deadlock over return to the 
State of the employment service 
from its wartime status of Fed- 
eral control, that the regulations 
the Department of Labor sought 
to enforce conflicted with Mis- 
souri law and the constitution. 

The controversy developed when 
the State proposed to reduce the 
salaries of some of the employ- 
ment services employes. and to re- 
classify some of their job ratings, 
to comply with the State merit 
wystem classifications and State 
salary levels. The Federal agency, 
in effect, insisted on retention of 
the former pay levels and placing 
of all of the transferred employes 
in comparable jobs. 

Donnelly, who has consistently 
maintained throughout the con- 
troversy that the State Constitu- 
tion and laws prevented Missouri 
from complying with the Federal 
agency's directives, sent Schwel- 
lenbach a copy of a memorandum 
opinion given Donnelly by Attor- 
ney General J. E. Taylor of Mis- 
souri, early in the controversy. 

Views of Taylor. 

Taylor held that the constitution 
and laws of Missouri prohibited 
the State from complying with the 
Department of Labor’s interpre- 
tation of the act of Congress, which 
interpretation would have required 
the retention in the employment 
service of all Federal employes 
who were in the service on last 
July 26, in the same or reasonably 
comparable positions. 

The Attorney General also held 
“that the Secretary of Labor may 
not legally withhold or deny certi- 
fication of the funds to Missouri. 
The congressional act, returning 
the employment services to the 
states, provided that the transfer 
of personne! should be subject to 
the merit systems of the respec- 
tive states. 

Merit System Body's Claim. 

Donnelly also transmitted to 
Schwellenbach a copy of a find- 
ing by the State Merit System 
Council, on Dec. 9, that under the 
existing Missouri merit system, it 
was not permissible for minimum 
qualificaton requrements to be 
waved, for admission of any ap- 
Pplicant to examinations for em- 
ployment service positions. It 
also found that it was not permis- 
sible for employes transferred 
from the Federal employment 
service to the State, as a group, 
to be regarded as permanent em- 
ployes, in any reduction of the 
force. 

The Merit Svstem Council fur-— 
ther found that the Missouri law 
prevented amendment .of the} 
merit system rules to permit ad- | 
mission of all applicants to an ex- 
amination for the jobs, without 
regard to meeting minimum qual- | 
ifications, or that the Federal em- 
ploves be considered ‘as perma- 
nent employes, as had been sug- | 
gested. 

Donnelly further pointed out | 
that an act passed hy the 1945- | 
1946 legislature authorized the di- | 
rector of the State Division of 
Employment security, of which 
the employment. service would be.

He 
delegated the leadership of the 
fight to the toughest men 
around him: General Counsel 
Clark Clifford and the ubiqui- 
tous George Allen, both rein- 
forced by conservative Bernard 
Baruch’.” 

Baruch’s letter asserted, “the 
truth easily could have been as- 
certained by asking me. I never | 
communicated with the Presi- | 
dent on this subject. . I ex- 


suggestions have been under dis- 
cussion since they were advanced 
June 14 by the American dele 
gate. In present form they have 
been in the hands of the Soviet 
delegation since they were for- 
mally presented by Baruch Dec, 6. 
The nature of the report now be- 
ing prepared for submission to the 
Security Council by Jan. 1 depends 
entirely on their acceptance or 
rejection. 

Specifically, they include stipu- 
lations on impartial international 
inspection and relaxation of veto 
privilege in atomic administration. 
They indorse a world agency for 
atom supervision and punitive ac- 
tion short of extreme measures in 
the domain of the Security Coun- 
cil. Without these clauses, Baruch 
and his colleagues are convinced 
that world atom regulation would 
be a farce. 

Molotov’s Recent Pledges. 

Gromyko’s half-hearted objec- 
tions to Baruch’s proposals seem- 
ingly ignored recent statements 
by Soviet Foreign Minister V. M. 
Molotov who expressed agreement 
in principle with vital American 
requirements. It may be stated 
on the highest authority that 
Baruch has no intention of ignor- 
ing those commitments although 
they were not made in Atomic 
Energy Commission sessions. 

It may also be reliably reported 
that the leader of the American 
delegation will not yield to cer- 
tain importunities from both do- 
mestic and foreign sources. It 
has been suggested that he “ease 
up” on his demand for swift and 
certain punishment of atom 
treaty violations, when transgres- 
sions are short of acts of aggres- 
sion, 

It is a certainty that Baruch 
will not “ease up” on any item in 
the United States proposal that 
safeguards the world from atom 
warfare when the United States 
discloses the secret of the atom 
bomb. He is convinced that the 
American offer is equitable and 
just. It has been weighed and 
discussed for six months, Baruch 
is ready for a show of hands.

Right now, the American resol- 
ution is virtually certain of nine 
votes, possibly ten. It is a fore-

Eugene B. Casey, one of the late. 


President Roosevelt's six executive 
assistants during the war, is 
charged in a United States grand 
jury indictment with evading in- 
come taxes in the amount of 
$70,384. 

The indictment, handed down 
yesterday, charges that for the 
years 1941, 1942 and 1943, when 
Casey was in the White House: 

His net income for the three 
years was $171,826 and the income 
he reported was $51,210; 

He paid federal income and vic- 
tory taxes of $18.785 when 
should have paid $89,16¢; 

Fictitious office rents and sal- 
aries and overstated maintenance 
charges were claimed in connec- 
tion with his real estate business 
in Washington and Maryland. 

Casey asserted last night that 
he had paid “every cent that the 
Treasury alleges I owe, plus 6 per 
cent up to Dec, 31, 1946. . 

Casey, 42 years old, resigned the 
presidential post in 1944 to serve 
in the Navy. He saw combat serv- 
ice before returning to civilian life 
last year. He now lives at Gai- 
thersburg, Md. 

He gained national prominence 
in 1988 by radio speeches made in 
behalf of former Representative 
David J. Lewis (Dem.), Maryland, 
who was supported by President 
Roosevelt in the unsuccessful at- 
tempt to “purre” Senator Tydings 
in the primary election that year. 

Casey's statement said “my only 
hope is that because of my friend- 
ship for Franklin TMmoosevelt and 
some of the enemies I might have 
made in the Maryland senatorial 
primary of 1938, my case will not 
become a political football but will 
be tried on its merits.”

The President insisted that the 
plan for political unification of 
China agreed to last February is 
“sound.” 

“The plan for military unifica- 
tion of last February has been 
made difficult of implementation 
by the progress of the fighting 
since last April,” the President 
continued, “but the general prin- 
ciples are generally sound,” 

The United States has recog- 
nized the sovereignty of China, the 
President said, by recognizing the 
National Government of the coun- 
try, which now has its capital at 
Nanking. 

“We continue to hope that the 
Government will find a peaceful 
solution,” he continued, “We are 
pledged not to interfere in the 
internal affairs of China. Our 
position is clear. While avoiding 
involvement in their civil strife 
we will persevere with our policy 
of helping the Chinese people to 
bring about peace and economic 
recovery in thelr country.” 


The President added: = 

“We shall therefore continue 
our positive and realistic policy 
toward China which is based on 
full respect for her national sov- 
creignty and our traditional friend- 
ship for the Chinese people and 
is designed to promote interna- 
tional peace.” 

The President said the chief 
responsibility of American forces 
in China during the last year “was 
that of assisting in evacuation of 
Japanese.” 

“At peak strength a year ago 
we had some 113,000 soldiers, -wail- 
ors and Marincs in China,” the 
President asserted. “Today this 
number is being reduced to less 
than 12,000 including some 2000 
directly concerned with the opera- 
tions of executive headquarters 
and will be further reduced to the 
number required to supply and 
secure the American personnel of 
executive headquarters and the 
airfield and stores at Tsingtao.” 

Commenting that much has been 
said of the presence of American 
troops in China, he asserted that 
relatively large forces were need- 
ed during the year. 

“No one could prophesy in ad- 
vance how well the Japanese 
forces in China would observe the 
surrender terms,” he said. 
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FARLEY SAYS. DEMOCRATS 
MUST REORGANIZE PARTY 


NEW YORK, Dec. 18 (UP)— 
James A. Farley, former Demo- 


cratic national chairman, said to- 
day that the Democratic party 
must be completely reorganized 
and persons in it who have “lost 
the public’s confidence must step 
aside” if the party is to regain 
its leadership in the nation. 

Farley disavowed any ambition 
to return to the chairmanship 
either of his party’s national or 
New York state committee. He 
declined to comment on whether 
he was’ a potential candidate in 
any future election, including the 
presidential election of 1948. 

“The Republicans in my judg- 
ment reached their peak in the 
election last Nov, 5,” Farley said. 
“As to how much lower they 
might go is anybody's guess, but 
they will become no stronger.” 

Farley said that if the Demo- 
cratic party changed its leadership 
“it could make a real fight” in the 
1948 election.

tric energy to Dlinolgs Power on 
about the same basis as hereto- 
fore. 

Hearing on a joint petition of 
the two companies for approval of 
the proposed five-year contract 
will be held within a few days, 
the Commission said. The Com- 
mission said it was advised by the 
companies that under terms of 
the settlement, North American 
Co., holding company for Union 
Electric, has agreed to abandon 
steps to seck integration of that 
system and Illinois Power. 

The Commerce Commission has 
been informed by Allen Van 
Wyck of Decatur, president of 
Illinois Power, that his company 
plans to complete two 40,000 kilo- 
watt hour units of the new Alton 
generating station by Dec. 1, 1949; 
another 40,000 kilowatt hour unit 
by December 1950, and the entire 
project by December 1951.

“Be calm, stay on the job and 
don't say anything to these boys 
until they get well on the way on 
the jobs.”

Testifies of Death Warning. 


Terry testified that Friend told 
him last April that if he told what 
he knew about Bilbo he would be 
killed, 

He said that Friend delivered 
the warning to him while enter- 
taining Terry and his wife at din- 
ner in a Mississippi hotel. He 
quoted Friend as saying: 

“Ed, if you take any part in this 
eampaign or tell what you know 
on Senator Bilbo you'll be killed.” 

Terry said that later in the eve- 
ming Mrs. Terry asked Friend if 
Bilbo was going to kill her hus- 
band. 

“He said no,” Terry recounted, 
“there were two men going to do 
the job.” 


Friend later testified he did “not 
recall” the incident. 


Called to the stand after Terry 
told of the alleged threat, Friend 
conceded that “I might have said 
in a friendly way that somebody 
might get on you, or that you 
might get killed if you don’t 
watch out.” He qualified that by 
repeating that he had no exact re- 
collection of such an incident. He 
said he had known Mr. and Mrs. 
Terry “intimately” for years and 
frequently had dinner with them. 

“At the dinner last April, did 
anything come up about anybody 
killing Terry or harming him?” 
asked Ferguson. 

“Not that I remember,” Friend 
answered. “I'd prevent it if I 
could. I'd risk my life to protect 
him.” 

Terry said he was “very much 
upset” about the threat but was 
“interested in defeating Senator 
Bilbo” because of it. 

After the threat Terry said he 
made a trip to St. Louis and on 
his return to Mississippi was in- 
terviewed by internal revenue 
agents about Bilbo’s income tax 
returns. Terry said he spent al- 
most an entire day with the agents 
and “they unfolded to me infor- 
mation that I didn't know about.” 


Telis of Shushan Deal. 


Terry said the extra $750 had 
been advanced to Bilbo in 1940 to 
help repay $3000 that Bilbo had 
borrowed from Abe Shushan, New 
Orleans merchant and former 
Huey Long political lieutenant. 

Terry said Bilbo told him that 
Shushan had advanced the $3000 
with the understanding that it 
would not have to be repaid if 
Bilbo aided Shushan in clearing 
up pending federal actions against 
him. 

“Was that the civil suit for tax 
collection or the mai] fraud case 
against Shushan?” Ferguson 
asked. 

Terry said he did not know, but 
he recalled that he and Bilbo 
went to the Justice Department 
here. 

In the Attorney General's of- 
fices, Terry said Bilbo was told 
that “nothing could be done re- 
garding the Shushan case in New 
Orleans.” 

Heard Foe Was to Buy Note. 

Later, just as he and Senator 
Bilbo were leaving for a political 
convention, Terry said, Bilbo re- 
ceived word that Shushan was 
“going to sell” the $3000 note to 
“Hugh White, a political opponent 
of the Senator.” 

Terry said he arranged an 
emergency session at which $3000 
was raised to repay this note. 

Describing one other encounter 
with Shushan, Terry said Bilbo 
sent him to Shushan's home to try 
to obtain a donation for the 1940 
campaign. 

‘“Shushan said ‘nothin’ doin’,” 
Terry recalled. “And I was very 
giad to get out of there in a 
hurry.” 

Senator Ferguson wanted to 
know why. 

Terry smiled faintly and then 
sald that Shushan’s home was 
carefully guarded and the “gates 
were locked when I finally was ad- 
mitted.” 

Tells of $25,000 Gift. 

Ferguson asked Terry to tell “all 
you know” about four checks, to- 
taling $25,000, given to Bilbo by 
F. T. Newton, a contractor, on 
Sept. 7, 1942. Newton has testified 
that it was his contribution to a 
campaign fund in behalf*of Wall 
Doxey, then seeking election to 
the Senate. 

Terry said he went to a hotel 
room at Jackson, Miss., and Bilbo 
told him to write out some checks. 
He said he did s0, with Newton at 
his side telling him what bank ac- 
counts to make them out against. 

“] asked the Senator to whom 
the checks were to be made pay- 
able,” Terry recalled. “He said: 
‘To me, Theodore G. Bilbo.’ I 
wrote the checks and gave them 
to Mr. Newton, who signed them 
and gave them to the Senator.” 

Terry said he knew nothing 
further about who cashed the 
checks or what happened to the 
$25,000. 

He had breakfast with Newton 
the next morning, he related, and 
in the course of a conversation in 
which he asked Newton for a job, 
said he told the contractor he 
thought he had been “held up” on 
the contributions. 

Terry quoted Newton as saying: 


“Oh, well, I can charge them off 
to income tax.” 

Terry said he did not know spe- 
cifically that the $25,000 was in- 
tended for the Doxey campaign, 
but “I got that impression.” 

Donors to Church Listed. 

Ferguson handed Terry a sheet 
listing alleged donations to a 
fund Bilbo raised for construction 
of a parsonage at the Juniper 
Grove Baptist Church near his 
Poplarville home, Ferguson asked 


Terry to identify the list of 
donors. 
The list included $500 from 


Michael T. Morrissey, $3500 from 
M. T. Reed, and $750 from New- 
ton, all war contractors, and 12 
other contributions ranging from 
$50 to $1000 from various persons. 
The total was more than $12,000. 

Terry testified that “Santa 
Claus” delivered the keys of a new 
$1912 automobile to Bilbo on 
Christmas eve 1941. He related 
that Morrissey asked him to pre- 
sent the car. Bilbo covered his 
eyes with his hands so he could 
not see the car until he got the 
keys, Terry™went on. 

“I put the key on the Christmas 
tree and it was delivered by Santa 
Claus,” Terry recalled. This drew 
a laugh from the crowd of specta- 
tors. 

Terry said he did not know why 
Morrissey, who shared in many of 
the Mississippi war contracts, 
wanted to give Bilbo the automo- 
bile but added that Morrissey was 
afraid Mrs. Morrissey would learn 
of the gift. 

“I hope my wife doesn’t hear of 
this,” Terry quoted Morrissey as 
saying. “I told her the cost of this 
car was shared by other contrac- 
tors.” 

At another point Terry insisted 
that payment of $3750 to him by 
another Mississippi war contrac- 
tor, B. L. Knost, Sept. 7, 1942, was 
a “legitimate bet” on the outcome 
of a contract Knost later shared. 
Terry said the bet actually was 
for $5000 and Knost still owed him 
the difference. 


Senator Ferguson broke in to 
comment that “at times these bets 
are made for pay-off purposes” 
and asked if this was one. 

“Absolutely not,” Terry replied. 
“It was a legal bet.” 


An effort to bar Terry from tes- 
tifying about his “confidential re- 
lationships” with Bilbo was made 
by Paul Dillon, St. Louis lawyer 
who appeared as Terry’s counsel 
at the hearing. 


Dillon argued that to permit a 
Senator’s secretary to disclose con- 
fidential matters learned in con- 
nection with his professional 
duties would “destroy the proper 
carrying on of the Senate’s busi- 
ness.” 

Chairman Mead (Dem.), New 
York, ruling otherwise, pointed 
out that a Senate investigating 
committee is not a court of law 
and not bound by the same rules 
of procedure. 

Terry, speaking softly and 
slowly, told the investigating 
group that he now is in the lum- 
ber business at Meridian, Miss., 
and Lakeland, Fla. He said he 
served as secretary to Bilbo for 
seven years, until Jan. 21 of this 
year. 

Bilbo has said he fired Terry 
Dec. 15, 1945. 

Terry disclosed that from Sept. 
7 until Oct. 9 in 1942 he did not 
act as secretary because of a dis- 
pute with Bilbo over a minor ap- 
pointment. 

Bilbo urged him to return, he 
said, and he remained on the pay- 
roll during the dispute. 

Senator Ferguson interposed 
that this was a period when im- 
portant war contracts had been 
negotiated in Mississippi. 

Ferguson then shifted the ques- 
tioning to multi-million dollar con- 
tracts for building three airfields 
in Mississippi, and Terry re- 
marked “there is a great deal” he 
could tell about them. 

He then told of trying to get 
the Jackson (Miss.) Army Air 
Base contract for Friend, and as- 
sociates,

INQUIRY GROUP TO BALKANS 


Johnson Suggests Council Withhold Judg- 
ment Pending Investigation of Conditions 
on Both Sides of Greek Frontier. 


LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y., Dec. 18 
(AP)—The United States proposed 
today that the United Nations Se- 
curity Council send a commission 


to the Balkans to investigate con- 
ditions on both sides of the Greek 
frontier, and urged the Council to 
withhold judgment on Greece's 
complaints against its neighbor 
states until a report was at hand. 

Herschel V. Johnson, chairman 
and American delegate to the 
Council, said the United States be- 
lieved such an Investigation “is 
an essentir! first step” in the 
Council's herations on the 
Greek 

e olf, avoid making 
any ¢ , on the merits of 
the varicus allegations and coun- 
ter-allegations unless forced to do 
so by the statements of other 
members,” Johnson said, 

Johnson suggested that the five 
permament members — the United 
States, Russia, Britain, China and 
France—along with Poland and 
Brazil, be represented on such a 
committee. 

Johnson proposed that the com- 
mission proceed to the . trouble 
area not later than Jan, 15, 1947, 
and that it submit to the council, 
“at the earliest possible date,” a 
report of its findings. 

Sir Alexander Cadogan, . British 
delegate, urged quick adoption of 
the Johnson proposal, saying it 
would be impossible for the Coun- 
cil sitting here to arrive at a just 
conclusion. He characterized the 
Balkan situation as “highly dan- 
erous” and not one to be solved 
merely by discussion. 

Johnson’s proposal also won 
prompt backing from Australia 
and Brazil. 

Debate Is Resumed. 

The proposal was made as the 
council resumed the long debate 
on Greece’s charge that Albania, 
Bulgaria and. Yugoslavia fomented 
the current guerrilla warfare in 
northern Greece to further their 
own territorial aims, Greece has 
asked for an on-the-spot investi- 
gation, and the three neighbor 
countries have countered with de- 
mands for an investigation of con- 
ditions within Greece itself, 
blaming the _ royalist-dominated 
government of Greek Premier 


Constantin Tsaldaris for the strife. 
Sava N. Kasanovich, Yugoslav 


Ambassador to the United States, 
making his third appearance be- 
fore the council in defense of his 


country against this complaint, 


branded the Greek charges Aas 
careless and unscrupulous, He 
accused Tsaldaris of wasting the 
council’s time with a “weak and 
irresponsible” case, and repeated 
his demand for an investigation 
of conditions in Greece under 
King George II. 

He categorically denied the 
Greek charge that Yugoslavia was 
menacing Greece’s territorial in- 
tegrity, and ridiculed any idea 
that a coup de main (violent ac- 
tion) was planned to sever Greek 
Macedonia, 

Calls Charge Untrue. 

“T must categorically affirm 
that it is untrue that Yugoslavia 
is menacing the territorial in- 
tegrity of Greece,” he said, “But 


it is obvious that the sympathies 
of the Yugoslav peoples, and es- 
pecially of the Macedonian people, 
go to their oppressed brothers in 
Aegean Macedonia, and that the 
sufferings of the Macedonians in 
Greece cannot have failed to 
arouse a response in Yugoslavia.” 

Bulgarian and Albanian repre- 
sentatives were at the council 
table again, The Greek com- 
plaint now has been officially 
designated as a “dispute,” and the 


neighbor nations wil] participate 
without vote in the debate. 
Kasanovich denied that Yufo- 
slavia suppressed freedom of in- 
formation for foreign correspond- 


ents, as Tsaldaris had charged. 
He referred to dispatches of the 
Associated Press and other agen- 
cies from northern Greece to 
demonstrate that the northern 
partisans themselves sought an 
investigation by the Big Three 
powers into conditions there.

By National Football Loop Use New Plays 
To Cut Down Roughness 


NEW YORK, Dec. 18 (AP)—The National Football League is not 


yet ready to introduce “sudden death” overtime play in regular-season 


games or to“eliminate the extra point, but it has taken steps to cut | 


down on unnecessary roughness. 

Before concluding their rules 
session here yesterday, the 
coaches and owners of the senior 
professional circuit agreed to 
recommend a faster whistle and 
to assign a fifth official to work 
opposite the head linesman to 
spot code infractions. 

Talk of the fist-filled champion- 
ship playoff between the Chicago 
Bears and the New York Giants 
here Sunday pervaded the sessions 
and prompted the vote in favor 
of the safety measures—evidence 
that the moguls seemed set on 


taking all possible precautions for 
the welfare of the players. 


Several Proposals Rejected. 

Among the suggestions turned 
down were proposals to change 
clipping penalties, to modify the 
code on rushing the kicker and 
to change the gubstitution rules. 

Recommendations made at this 
week’s sessions will be taken up 
officially at the next league meet- 
ing in Chicago, Jan, 23-25. The 
defeated suggestions may be in- 
troduced at that time by a mi- 
nority report but only positive ac- 
tion taken yesterday will appear 
on the official agenda next month. 

In the discussion of the “sud- 
den-death” proposal it was pointed 
out that at least three ball parks 
in the league are not equipped 
with lights. Thus, if the over- 
time period lagged on until dark, 
games on these fields would end 
in ties anyway. 

There was no attempt to bar 
the overtime period for playoff 
games.. 

An Eye to Gambling Curb. 

League Commissioner Bert Bell 
brought up the proposal for the 
extra-point elimination and “sud- 
den death” for all games in the 
belief it would have a tendency to 
discourage betting ‘on games, 

“We are trying to beat the 
gamblers,” Bell told the assembly 
which was confronted with the 
first scandal in the league's 27- 
year history—the alleged attempt 
to fix the championship playoff. 

Bell revealed a “Miami gambler” 
had even gone so far as to ask 
him for information concerning 
league plans to eliminate tie 
games, The gambler, Bell said, 
wired him last week, asking what 
would become of the extra point 
in the event of a touchdown in 
the “sudden death” period. 

Bell emphasized there was no 
connection between the gambler’s

tion toward a common goal. - 

Much has been said of the 
presence of United States armed 
forces in China during the past 
year, Last fall these forces were 
relatively large, They had to be. 
No one could prophesy in ad- 
vance how well the Japanese 
forces in China would observe 
the surrender terms, We had to 
provide forces adequate to assist 
the Chinese in the event of 
trouble, When it became obvi- 
Ous that the armed Japanese 
would not be a problem beyond 
the capabilities of the Chinese 
armies to handle, redeployment 
was begun at once, 


The chief responsibility of our 
forces was that of assisting in 
evacuation of Japanese. This task 
was prolonged by local :circum- 
stances. Provision of American 
personnel for the Executive Head- 
quarters and its truce teams has 
required a fairly large number of 
men, particularly since the all-im- 
portant network of radio and oth- 
er communications was provided 
entirely by the United States, The 
Executive Headquarters is located 
at Peiping, a hundred milea from 
the sea and in an area where there 
was the possibility of local fight 
ing. Hence, another responsibllity 
was to protect the line of supply 
to and from headquarters. An- 
other duty our forces undertook 
immediately upon the Japanese 
surrender was to provide the nec- 
essary protection so that coal from 


ernment was responsible under an 
Allied agreement for the disarma- 
ment of all Japanese military per- 
sonnel and for the repatriation of 
all Japanese civilians and military 
personnel from China, Formosa 
and French Indochina north of 
the sixteenth degree of latitude. 
Our Government agreed to assist 
the Chinese in this task, The 
scope of the job was tremendous. 
There were about 3,000,000 Japa- 
nese, nearly one-half of them 
Army or Navy personnel to be 
evacuated, Water and rail trans- 
portation had been destroyed or 
was immobilized, Port facilities 
were badly damaged and over- 
crowded with relief and other 
supplies, The Japanese had to be 
disarmed, concentrated and then 
transported to the nearest avail- 
able port. In some instances this 
involved long distances. At the 
ports they had to be individually 
searched and put through a 
health inspection. All had to be 
inoculated, Segregation camps 
had to be established at the ports 
to cope with the incidencé of epi- 
demic diseases such as Asiatic 
cholera, Finally, 3,000,000 persons 
had to be moved by ship to Japan, 
American Forces Helped, 

American forcos helped in the 
disarmament of Japanese units. 
Executive Headquarters and its 
truce teams were able to make 
the complicated arrangements 
necessary to transfer Japanese 
across lines and through areas in- 
volved in civil conflict on their

An ad by Local 600 and the Teamsters’ 
Council in the Post-Dispatch outlined the 
punishment to be dealt to the so-called 
“insurgents.” It declared the Teamsters’ 
Union has always been the bulwark of 
democracy. As a former member of 
Local 600 I laughed out loud when I 
read that statement. There is about as 
much democracy in the Teamsters’ Union 
as there is in Joe Stalin's Politburo. 

I was a member of Local 600 more 
than 20 years and I found the officials 
of this loca! as ruthless in their dictator- 
ship as John L. Lewis.

Some employ- 
ers are required to live up to the exact 
letter of the contract while others are 
permitted to do anything. Everyone con- 
nected with the trucking business knows 
the Daniel Hamm Drayage Co. is in the 
latter class. Violations of the con- 
tract were reported almost daily at this 
firm and the officials of Loca! 600 sat at 
4111 Forest Park boulevard and did noth- 
ing about it. Is it any wonder that the 
men took things into their own hands? 
I do not approve of wild-cat strikes but 
I think both parties should live up to 
the contract. 

As Local 600 and all other Teamsters’ 
locals in St. Louis have closed-shop con- 
tracts with the employers, the officials 
of these locals are little John L. Lewises. 
They control the destiny of every man 
working under that contract and any 
man who does not obey their orders will 
be summarily dealt with. 

I hope the new Congress that con- 
venes in January will see fit to take 
away some of the ruthless powers of 
these labor czars. The unions should be 
returned to the members and I honestly 
believe that strikes would be greatly re- 
duced if this were done. I believe that 
Senator Ball is on the right track when 
he advocates abolition of the closed shop 
and published financial statements of 
the unions. The closed shop was orig- 
inally put into contracts to protect union 
members against discrimination by em- 
ployers, but today it is used as a weapon 
against the employer and member alike.

The Dougherty Hush 


Why did it become necessary for H. Sam Priest, 
president of the Police Board, to intervene per- 
sonally at a late hour last night and order the 
arrest of Sheriff Dougherty? 

Why did not Chief of Police Mitchell, who 
knew yesterday that the police were charged with 
covering up, cause the Sheriff to be arrested? 

Why did not Capt.:Charles Rowland follow the 
usual procedure in this case and have Dougherty 
booked for leaving the scene of an automobile 
accident early last Sunday morning? That act is 
a felony, punishable by a penitentiary sentence. 

Instead of doing his duty, Capt. Rowland 
showed a strange consideration for the Sheriff. 
He telephoned the employer of the taxi driver 
who was injured and said he was told there would 
be no prosecution. He sent a sergeant to see the 
girl who was injured and said the sergeant re- 
turned with a similar report. 

Capt. Rowland, who was obviously attempting 
to put on the “hush” by these actions, said he 
handled the case according to his “judgment.” 
Capt. Rowland’s judgment was bad. 

Why was the report of the Dougherty crash 
mysteriously delayed and not received at police 
headquarters until noon yesterday, just about 60 
hours after the accident happened, instead of 
Monday morning, the customary procedure? 

Circuit Attorney Griffin yesterday said flat- 
ly that Dougherty’s flight from the scene of the 
accident was “a violation of the law, there is no 
doubt about that.” 

The police, like Griffin, knew it was a viola- 
tion of the law, too, but instead of booking 
Dougherty, they attempted to shield him. 

And who is this Dougherty that enjoys such 


” singular favors from the St. Louis police? Though 


he holds an important public office, Dougherty 
is well known as an associate of gangsters and 
hoodlums. 

It has been disclosed that he was at one time 
part owner of the notorious Hyde Park gambling 
joint-on the East Side. 

He has surrounded himself, in the high office 
of Sheriff, with deputies with long police rec- 
ords. The cashier of the Sheriff's office at one 
time was a former pickpocket named Three-Fin- 
gered Joe Sheehan. 

. After public protest, the Circuit Judges forced 
the dismissal of police characters from the 
Sheriff's office. 

Dougherty has many friends among the Ca- 
pone mob in Cicero, the Chicago suburb noted 
for its rackets and gang killings. At the time 
the Capone mob attempted to muscle in on the 
local racing news business, Willie Heeney of 
Cicero, former Public Enemy No. 7, paid a so- 
cial call on Johnny Dougherty. Shortly after- 
ward, Gully Owen, one of the proprietors of the 
racing news, was waited upon by representatives 
of the Capone gang, who wanted a cut in his 
profits. 

Three years ago, in court testimony, Willie 
Bioff, the notorious labor racketeer, named

-A Gain for Unified Command 

There can be no doubting the wisdom of the 
system of unified commands for American forces 
overseas which has been announced by the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff with the approval of President 
Truman as Commander-in-Chief. Pearl Harbor 
proved, among other things, the danger of dual 
authority in the control of defense personnel. 
That tragic experience was enough to convince 
the nation once and for all that it wanted no 
more of co-equal Army and Navy commanders 
in the same area—so co-equal that they were not 
in communication with each other. 

As worked out by the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
the new system of seven commands fixes re- 
sponsibility for operational control on either an 
Army or Navy commander, depending on the na- 
ture of the operation. Thus, Gen. McNarney 
commands in Europe and Gen. MacArthur in the 
Far East, Adm. Towers in the Pacific and Adm. 
Mitscher in the Atlantic. The three other com- 
mands comprise the Alaskan, Caribbean and 
Northeast (bases and forces in the northeastern 
approaches to the United States) regions. 

Establishment of a system of unified com- 
mands is welcome also as a step along the way 
to a reasonable merger of Army, Navy and Air 
Force administration. The die-hard opposition 
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to even modest consolidation in the interests of 
the national defense will lessen a¢ unified com- 
mand proves itself. Since this is a non-political 
issue it is to be hoped that its proponents will 
endeavor to advance it in the second half of the 
Truman Administration, It is worth noting that 
a ministry of national defense in which British 
land, sea and air forces are co-ordinated is a 
new goal of Prime Minister Attlee and the 
Labor Government, }

Success Story 

No doubt one of the pleasantest spots in Mis- 
sissippi is the area surrounding Juniper Grove 
Baptist Church, where The Man Bilbo goes for 
spiritual refreshment. On that church, destined 
to be a memorial to Bilbo’s “sainted father,” war 
contractors, moved by the most pious considera- 
tions, of course, have lavished funds. 

Nearby is Bilbo’s “Little Dream House,” where 
the Senator retires to commune with his soul, 
watch the water ripple in the lake, and gaze at 
the long, sinewy lines'.of his Cadillac car. It 
costs Bilbo nothing to do the communing, and 
all the money for the lake and the car came from 
those faithful old friends, the war contractors. 

Yes, it must be nice to be a member of the 
United States Senate, the greatest deliberative 
body in the world, and to live in a little dream 
house at Poplarville. It’s like the man who made 
a better mousetrap and found that the world had 
beaten a track to his door. Whatever it is that 
The Man invented, there's no doubt that the war 
contractors learned well the road to Poplarville. 

To be sure, life for Bilbo is not all dream 
houses, artificial lakes and gift Cadillacs. Some- 
times, as the Senate insists at present, it be- 
comes necessary for The Man to tell the secrets 
of his popularity and why he is laden with gifts 
and loans from strange sources. But, in Bilbo’s 
long and eventful life, he has often been called 
upon to explain his actions and he is never 
abashed. 

Just to give one example, it was ’way back in 
1908 that Bilbo, then a member of the Missis- 
sippi State Senate, was charged with taking a 
bribe to change his vote for United States Sena- 
tor—election was by the Legislature then. As 
we recounted in an editorial of last February: 


He waved a fistful of bills at his accusers, 
and admitted accepting $645, but declared he 
had done so to trap the candidate he had 
voted for. The candidate ‘was not trapped, 
but was elected. A movement to impeach 
Bilbo lost by one vote, but the Senate, im- 
puting to him an “established bad character 
and lack of -credibility,” pronounced him 
“unfit to sit with honest, upright men in a 
respectable legislative body.” 

Harsh words, those, but Bilbo survived. Though 


not fit to sit in the State Senate, his grateful 
State twice elected him Governor and, after that, 
three times elected him to the United States 
Senate. 

Surely, there must be reasons ei all this, and 
no doubt the principal reason is The Man’s strict 
adherence to the principle of white supremacy, 
which means that the “red necks” and “crackers” 
of Mississippi are a superior race. That makes 
them feel just fine. It makes them whoop and 
holler with joy when it is translated into typi- 
cal Bilboesque terms, such as: 


God created the whites. I know not who 
created the blacks. Surely the devil created 
the mongrels. , 

But Bilbo does not content himself with ora- 


torical outbursts against the Negroes of Mis- 
sissippi. His eventual aim is to ship them all 
to Liberia, though he doesn’t say who will pick 
the cotton and do the chores once that happens. 
Meantime, he favors the practice by which a Ne- 
gro who dares to try to exercise the right to vote 
invites a flogging. And he doesn’t want the 
Federal Government to interfere with the Mis- 
sissippians’ right to lynch and is ready to con- 
duct a filibuster whenever an anti-lynching bill 
comes up. 

To put the whole thing in theological terms, 
no doubt the theology for which the Juniper 
Grove Baptist Church is noted, we quote Bilbo: 


We people of the South must draw the 
color line tighter and tighter. The white man 
is the custodian of the gospel of Jesus Christ. 


So, all these years, as Bilbo has fought for the 
supremacy of Mississippi “red necks” over the 
“niggers,”” he has cemented his hold on his con- 
stituency. Suppose he was accused of bribery 
‘as long ago as 1908. Suppose his colleague, the 
late Senator Harrison, did say of him: “‘He’s as 
honest as the day is long, you understand, but 
.».+1 don’t think it'would be wise to place Bilbo 
in a position of. financial responsibility.” Sup- 
pose he did come near wrecking Mississippi's sys- 
tem of higher education. Suppose, when he left 
the governorship in 1928, the State was $11,- 
000,000 in debt and had only $1326.27 in the 
treasury. Suppose he does encourage war con- 
tractors to beautify Poplarville and the Juniper 
Grove Baptist Church the site of which he owns 
and on whose bank account he alone can draw. 

These things do not weigh in the balance 
against Senator Bilbo’s service to red-neck su- 
premacy in the State of Mississippi.

The Case for Pen-Reared Quail 


The Mirror

Public Opinion. 


Alabama has put more game birds in field by pen-rearing method, 
writer says; he answers Missouri conservation chief; thinks propa- 
gation as necessary as rebuilding habitat; says use of only 10 per 
cent of the commission's funds could restore large part of the kill. 


A Letter to the Editur of the Post-Dispatch 


In sharp contrast to the statement by E. 
Sydney Stephens that the Missouri Con- 
servation Commission finds it costs $20 a 
bird to “place quail in front of the gun” is 
a report from Alabama on the cost of re- 
stocking as part of the conservation and 
restoration program. 


' Allan Gray, president of the Jefferson 
County Sportsmen’s Association, Birming- 
ham, Ala., advises us: 


The Jefferson County Sportsmen's As- 
sociation has been exceptionally success- 
ful in releasing pen-raised quail. We have 
obtained 90,000 quail from volunteer quail 
raisers in the past four years at the cost 
of $2700. We are releasing five-dgy-old 
birds with an old pair in our area now 
that had been previously planted with B1- 
color lespedeza, Our system is to plant 
food one year and release birds in a plant- 
ed area the following spring. All of our 
releases in the future will be on the five- 
day-old plan. Members of our association 
who have watched this experiment very 
closely state that more than 60 per cent 
of the five-day-old birds have reached ma- 
turity. 


Quail at 3 Cents Each 


Thus, by utilizing the help of sportsmen’s 
organizations, boys’ reformatory institutions 
and school children, who find it an inter- 
esting hobby to raise quail, Alabama has 
been able to produce the birds at exactly 
3 cents each. Even figuring that only six 
out of 10 survive, that still leaves the cost 
per bird ridiculously low, compared to the 
cost as cited by Mr. Stephens. 


Again Mr. Stephens has issued a half- 
truth to the effect that Dlinois releases only 
about 30,000 quail per annum, To this he 
neglects to add between 15,000 and 20,000 
birds which are hatched by Illinois and giv- 
en to the co-operative sportsmen’s clubs of 
the southern part of the State. 


Eugene Comte, Murphysboro, IIL, presi- 
dent of the southern zone, Illinois Federa- 
tion of Sportsmen, advises that both the re- 
lease of propagated quail in areas of good 
environment and the restocking of depleted 
land in the flooded zones above Cairo have 
been extremely satisfactory. 


Before restocking the flood zones, there 
were no Bob Whites at all—now after but 
two years, he will be happy to take any 
“listeners” through that zone and fill their 
ears with quail music. 


Sportsmen Are Satisfied 


It would seem that Illinois and Alabama 
sportsmen do know what they are get- 
ting for their money and that they are get- 
ting present results. 

My previous statement about the commis- 
sion’s .income was not meant to mislead 
anyone, and a statement from William R. 
Nelson, director of research for the Mis- 
souri Legislature, which I have in hand, 
states, above Mr, Nelson’s signature, that 
from Jan, 1, 1943 to June 30, 1947 a total of 
$4,800,000 has been appropriated to the com- 
mission for its work. That would make even 
a $2-a-bird cost of rearing quail seem not 
too staggering a total. 

Mention of money “poured” into Missou- 
ri University was made to point out that 
the statistics put out by the commission 
were not from an independent agency. I 
should have said “Wildlife Research Unit in 
co-operation with Missouri University” (to 


use the commission’s own words) and the 
Missouri Manual (Blue Book) list techni- 
cians and stenographers, etc., paid by the 
commission to the tune of $23,280, not to 
say anything about other expenses that 
must of a necessity be there, but are not 
listed as such. Thus my point—that the 
information agency is not independent— 
still stands. 


I do not look upon restoration entirely as 
placing quail before the gun, but as a nec- 
essary phase of restoration. Mr, Stephens 
quotes Ira Gabrielson, I also would like to 
quote him. In the Missouri Conservation- 
ist, the commission's own propaganda or- 
gan, Mr. Gabrielson said in the November, 
1946, issue: 


Regulation and Refuges 


One after another the believers in reg- 
ulated hunting, in artificial propagation 
and stocking, and in refuges—to mention 
only three of the more important—have 
had their innings. Yet no one of these 
methods for increasing stocks of wildlife 
has proved to be the answer. All remain 
and probably will*remain useful tools of 
proper management, ., . There is little 
doubt that refuges both formal and other- 
wise, which are refuges in fact though not 
in name, will always be used in manage- 
ment programs.... Neither is there much 
doubt that restocking will always remain 
a useful, and under Some circumstances, 
a mighty important tool in management. 


No experiment with quail is worth its 
salt if continued for but one, two or three 
years, Mr. Stephens should well know this 
—after all, his planning for the future is 
certainly to be counted in decades and not 
in years. It is quite as absurd to expect 
the public to wait a generation with no as- 
surance that wildlife will be here at that 
time, as it is to expect quail to survive an- 
other 10 years of the present onslaught with 
no present aid to stock and environment. 


No Bands on Offspring 


My idea is to increase quail and not de- 
crease the species—it is elementary that no 
hunting be permitted where birds are re- 
leased until they have had plenty of time 
to reproduce, When they do so they will 
not, unfortunately, place bands upon the 
legs of their children—thus there will be no 
way to prove to the satisfaction of Mr. 
Stephens’s technicians whether the offspring 
are from wild stock or pen-reared stock, 


That there is no way of telling the differ- 
ence is a further tribute to the propagated 
stock. The resulting increase in quail in 
the area is all the proof we sportsmen need, 


With 150,000 quail hunters (and there are 
more) buying half the permits, and with 
$2,000,000 yearly income clearly indicated, 
is it asking too much that 10 per cent be 
spent to propagate quail? That money, if 
intelligently and efficiently handled, will 
put back a large part of the yearly kill.

In the Wisconsin countryside, the little 
tin-horn thief took time out to cultivate a 
memory which included birds, weeds, vege- 
tables, animals and the love of a woman and 
child, This intimate knowledge of a loved 
time and place was ample justification for 
his crime, the brave little man decided, 
when he abruptly gave them up and re- 
turned to face the music. His overpowering 
need for beauty and human love is convinc- 
ingly, if pathetically revealed in the story.

The Danger of a Revived Germany

in January the world’s attention will focus on London, 
the deputies of the Big Four’s Foreign Ministers will meet to

At London the deputies will 
hear plenty. An example of what 
they will hear was a recent dia- 
logue between Britain's Foreign 
Secretary, Ernest Bevin, and the 
Netherlands representative to the 
United Nations, Elco Van Klef- 
fens. 

Said Bevin: “I have been look- 
ing forward to a talk with you, I 
want to discuss the contribution 
the Netherlands are prepared to 
make to the reconstruction of 
Germany.” | 

Van Kleffens (acidly): “I too 
am looking forward to a meeting. 
I want to learn what contribution 
Great Britain is prepared to make 
to the reconstruction of the Neth- 
erlands.” 


Reversal of Policy. 


Actually, the time between now 
and the Moscow meeting is about 
all that is left to those Americans 
who did not fight Nazi Germany 
in order to build up the German 
Frankenstein for the second time. 
For this will be the result of the 
“new” Anglo-American policy 
toward the 45-odd million Ger- 
mans in the combined Anglo- 
American zones. 

The Morgenthau-Potsdam plan 
for rendering Germany perma- 
nently harmless by cutting down 
the monstrous industrial potential 
(built largely on Ruhr coal) that 
enabled Germany to bully all Eu- 
rope, is being scrapped. 

This plan, which was accepted 
by both Roosevelt and Churchill 
at Quebec in 1944 and reindorsed 
by President Truman and Prime 
Minister Attlee at Potsdam in 
1945, is being replaced by a new 
plan to utilize a prosperous “nd 
industrially highly productive Ger- 
many under Anglo-American con- 
trol, first, to aid European recon- 
sfruction and second, to oppose 
the spread of Soviet influence. 


Same Old Error. 


This new plan of rebuilding 
Germany is not unlike what was 
done after World War I. One 
might have thought that Byrnes 
and Bevin, like Roosevelt and 
Churchill, would have thought 
twice before taking a chance on a 
third German war. 

Actually, they would deny that 
in rebuilding German industrial 
power, they are taking a chance. 
For—they will say—in the first 
place the two governments intend 
to remain in control; in the sec- 
ond place, Germany probably will 
remain divided for a long. time, 
hence not dangerous; and in the 


Bevin would probably add, Brit- 
ain intends to socialize the major 
German industries, A _ socialized 
and socialist -« administered Ger- 
many can never again become ag- 
gressive. Byrnes may be less sure 
of this last point. But the Truman 
Administration is becoming in- 
creasingly a business Administra- 
tion. American business is politi- 
cally as blind today as it was in 
the ‘20s when it rebuilt German 
aggressive power. 


Bevin Wants Anchor. 


The proof of Bevin’s attitude is 

his own account of his German 
policy as given at a dinner 
recently in New York City. Bevin 
is frank, terribly honest, and 
dangerously naive. He foresees a 
France given over for a period 
to disorders and Communist in- 
fluence. Where can Britain turn 
for an anchor on the European 
Continent but to Germany? 
The proof of Byrnes’s changed 
attitude is a number of recent 
factors. There is the new Army 
rule againct further “teaching of 
hatred” for Germans to recruits, 
(We may soow hear that it was 
the Jews who set up furnaces and 
burned alive 5,000,000 Germans.) 
There is the decision to put bDil- 
lions of American money into Ger- 
man rehabilitation and relief. 


U.S. Can Decide. ; 


It all amounts to a dangerous, 
unethical and unnecessary scheme 
to keep Germany as the king- 
piece in Europe’s economy. Dan- 
gerous, because so long as Ger- 
many dominates Europe econom- 
ically, Germany's neighbors can 
never feel safe. Unethical, be- 
cause our first duty is to Ger- 
many’s victims, our last to the 
Germans. Unnecessary, because 
except for the coal fields, there is 
nothing in the German economy 
that could not flourish somewhere 
else. 

Their transfer was the key to 
the Roosevelt-Churchill plan ac- 
cepted at Quebec and confirmed at 
Potsdam. Instead, Britain and 
America are now rebuilding Ger- 
man industrial supremacy. 

Most Englishmen, unhappily, do 
not seem to mind. They: have 
never understood the Germans. 
The urge to counter-balance Rus- 
sia and minimize France is strong 
in the British Foreign Office. 
We Americans can decide the 
issue—if we act quickly. Which do 
we want—a Germany that can 
again threaten Europe by its con- 
centration of industrial power?

Families of poor keep arriving all 
the time and it is such a joy to 
be able to help, and to give them 
the courage to carry on in the 
midst of circumstances the most 
discouraging...” 


Red Tape Slashed. 


Many organizations in this coun- 
try have pooled their funds to 
send to similar organizations 
abroad. Thus, a group of postal 
workers sent packages to postal 
employes. Scientific groups have 
sent food to their fellow scientists. 

Not long ago, CARE marked its 
first anniversary. Jan Masaryk, 
Foreign *Minister of Czechoslo- 
vakia, spoke about the continuing 
need for food in Europe. While 
Nov. 27 is the anniversary date, 
it was actually not until May 9 
that the first packages reached 
Europe. Before this could hap- 
pen,. it was necessary to .obtain 
an agreement with the War As- 
sets Administration to buy the 10- 
in-1 food parcels. Then it was 
necessary to conclude agreements 
with the various European gov- 
ernments so that the packages 
could enter duty free and with 
as little red tape as possible. 


Token of Good Will. 


In recent weeks, relief has been 
a political football, part of the 
controversy between East and 
West. There has been an effort 
to make it seem that the United 
States wanted to use food for po- 
litical purposes. It is tragic that 
hungry people should be the vic- 
tims of that dispute. 

The impulse behind CARE should 
be sustained and increased. Nine 
thousand packages a day is too 
few. But it is a token none the

SURVEY OF VETERANS 
SUHUOLS UNDER WAY 


Purpose Is to See That Ex- 
Soldiers Get High-Grade 
Training. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18 (AP)— 
The Veterans’ Administration is 
conducting a countrywide survey 
of school training facilities to 
make sure that G.I.s are getting 
a square deal under their bill of 
rights. 

Officials told a reporter that 
regional offices covering every 
state. have been .instructed to 
make the study in view of re- 
ports that some profit-making in- 
stitutions were not up to require- 
ments. The inquiry does not in- 
volve public-financed colleges and 
universities. 

The Administration requested 
regional offices to report on-train- 
ing facilities, the names of all 
schools offering training to vet- 
erans, and costs. The field of- 
fices are to ascertain the cost of 
tuition now as compared with 
1944, 

Praising the idea of covering 
all states in the study, Repre- 
sentative Bender (Rep.), Ohio, 
said the plan was of particular 
importance to young men enrolled 
for additional training in trade 
schools and for refresher courses 
offered by other educational or- 
ganizations, 

“Below grade institutions which 
may be more concerned with col- 
lecting Government-paid,  tax- 
raised tuition than in turning out 
well-trained graduates must be re- 
moved from approved schools,” 
Bender said in a statement, add- 
ing: 

“Only in this way can students 
and the taxpayer be assured of 
value received for money. well 
spent.” ,

[Regional Office Lays Re- 


duction in Federal 
Building of Temporary 
Homes to Rising Costs.

The number of dwellings of 
temporary type to be constructed 
or renovated for veterans in the 
city will be reduced from 1084 to 
906, the regional office of the 
Federal Public Housing Authority 
at Chicago announced today. The 
dwellings are being erected with 
federal funds to relieve the hous- 


ing shortage. ' 

The reduction, FPHA said, is 
necessary because the housing 
program has been endangered by 
rising costs and faces the possi- 
bility of exceeding the funds set 
aside by Congress for veterans’ 
dwellings. 

“We felt it was better not to 
 . 3) tT ee es Were on these houses at ail 
rather than to begin building or 
remodeling them and run out of 
money before we were finished,” 
he added. 

At Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann’s 
office a spokesman said official 
notice of the reduction had not as 
yet been received. He expressed 
the opinion, however, that the re- 
duction would not seriously inter- 
fere with the city program to re- 
convert 976 units at Jefferaon Bar- 
racks and 108 units for Negro vet- 
erans in other parts of the city. 

“We will cut off 178 of the Bar- 
racks units and two of the Negro 
dwellings,” he said. “Work has 
not even been started on the ones 
that will be eliminated so no 
ground will be lost. The ones that 
will be cut off the list will be the 
least desirable and the most ex- 
pensive. Work on the most desir- 
able ones already has begun.” 

In St. Louis county, 12 units will 
be lost by the cutback. They were 
to have been located at Jefferson 
Barracks. However, the St. Louis 
County Court has been informed 
that if the county desires to as- 
sume the financial burden of con- 
verting the Jefferson Barracks fa- 
cilities into dwelling units for vet- 
erans, it may do so. Presiding 
Judge Luman F, Matthews said a 
representative of the County 
Court will go to Chicago next 
week to confer with FHPA au- 
thorities.

RENTAL HOUSING 
BIG AIM FOR 47, 
SAYS GREEDON 


Expediter Joined by NHA 
Chief Foley in Outlin- 
ing Goal at Senate 
Hearing. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18 (AP)— 
Housing Expediter Frank R: Cree- 
don told a Senate subcommittee 
today that the Government’s “big 
push for 1947 will be for rental 
housing.” 

He was joined in fixing this as 
the goal by Raymond N. Foley, 
chief of the National Housing 
Agency, who testified that “it will 
be our objective to back up this 
drive for rental housing by all 
available means.” 

Creedon said Congress will be 
asked to “provide further aids and 
incentives” for rental housing, but 
did not elaborate. 

The two top housing officials ap- 
peared before a small business 
subcommittee after Senators had 
been told by John W. Edelman, 
CIO legislative representative, that 
removal of most housing controls 
by President Truman was a “real 
disaster.” 

“Stop Order,” Says CIO Man. 
“What the President calls a pro- 
gram we call a stop-order—a stop- 
order for both veterans and non- 
veterans needing houses they can 
afford to buy,” Edelman testified. 

Mayor John H, Snyder of York, 
Pa., another witness, also voiced 
opposition to removal of restric- 
tions, 

“We take the attitude,” Snyder 
said, “that if it helped to channel 
war materials, the thing holds for 
housing.” 

Noting that the new construc- 
tion program effective Dec. 24 
eliminates priorities on building 
materials and substitutes a_ re- 
quirement that contractors obtain 
permits to build, Edelman said. 

“The permit system will be as 
tragic and dangerous an incitation 
to bitterness as ai decoration 
awarded to a war hero when he 
can’t get a job. The system is an 
actual insult to people needing 
homes.” 

Edelman testified in the place 
of R. J. Thomas, vice president of 
the United Auto Workers (CIO). 

Amendments Likely. 

Word that’ the new housing 
policy would go into effect Dec. 
24, came from Creedon late yes- 
terday. At the same time he dis- 
closed that all regulations of both 
the Civilian Production Adminis- 
tration and the National Housing 
Agency “are being reviewed” and 


President’s announced policy.” 

This policy, among other things, 
permits construction of new 
homes without priorities; removes 
the $10,000 sales ceiling and allows 
an adjustment of the $80 monthly 
rental ceiling for new houses. I 
also provides for an increase in 
non-housing construction—an _ in- 
crease which some officials pre- 
dict may be as much as 40 per 
cent over the current figure of 
about $35,000,000 a week. 

Although priorities will be elimi- 
nated, both NHA and CPA offi- 
cials emphasized that Government 
permits still will be required for 
residential and non-housing build- 
ing alike. 

Opposition to the new program 
came from a new quarter yester- 


day. The OPA consumers’ advis- 
ory committee, in announcing its 
resignation, issued a statement 
saying it was “dismayed” at the 
“relaxation” of many of the 
former controls. 


TRUMAN’S WIFE, DAUGHTER 
COMING TO MISSOURI SOON 


WASHINGTON, Dec, 18 (AP)— 
Mrs. Harry 8S. Truman and daugh- 
ter, Margaret, will leave “within 
a day or so” for Independence, 
Mo., to spend the Christmas holi- 
days, 

The President’s wife and daugh- 
ter will travel by train but White 
House Secretary Charles G. Ross 
told reporters that he did not 
know the exact time of departure. 

President Truman is expected to 
fly to Missouri later to spend 
Christmas wéth them and his 94- 
year-old mother, Mrs. Martha E. 
Truman of Grandview. 


BLUM CABINET TAKES UP 
ECONOMIC, COLONIAL ISSUES 


18 (AP)—Presi- 
dent-Premier Leon Blum’s aill- 
Socialist interim cabinet, over- 
whelmingly voted into office by 
the French National Assembly 
last night, held its first meeting 
today with economic and colonial 
matters at the top of its agenda. 
The cabinet discussed eliminat- 
ing certain Government subsidies, 
a Foreign Office source said, but 
then decided to grant indemnities 
to French industries which had 
suffered a loss of production be- 
cause of the coal shortage. The 
pledge of the 74-year-old Premier 
that he would defend the franc 
bolstered Black Bourse values at 
about 300 francs to the dollar, as 
against 350 last week. The official 
rate is 119 francs to the dollar.

The outstanding factor in the 
present situation is that we are 
working under a strong domestic 
urge and foreign demand to catch 
up on durable (producer and con- 
sumer) goods, whose production 
had to be postponed during the 
war at the same time that, be- 
cause of high income and war 
savings, the majority of the pop- 
ulation are eager and able to 
maintain a higher than prewar 
level of consumption also of non- 
durables. 


Task of Plant Expansion. 

Added to these two more-than- 
ordinary supports of employment 
and productive enterprise is a 
third—the need to reconvert plant, 
re-equip it for these particular 
types of production, and expand 
these industries to meet the ac- 
celerated rate demanded by this 
race to catch up after the war's 
interruptions. 

Everybody without a house or 
a car wants one this year. The 
success of ‘47 and ‘48 is gauged 
by our ability to make and sell 
6,000,000 cars, 1,500,000 housing
